prize 
to 
President 
Theodore 


Roosevelt for his services ID 
bringing tbe Russo-Japanese war 


to an end this distinguished honor has 
come for the first time to tbe United 
States 
Tbe prize Is as likely to go to 


a person in a comparatively bumble 
position as to one who occupies a post 
of high rank or enjoys exalted station 
Tbe sole test Is achievement of some 
Important step toward universal peace 
and good will among men 
The prize 


consists of a diploma, a medal and 138,- 
630 crowns ($37,127 65) 


Five years ago the peace prize went 


to a man comparatively unknown and 
•o poor that he was at the time an In- 
mate ol a home for tbe aged. This 
was Henry Dunant 
"Who la Da- 


nant?" asked some pne when the re- 
port >f the award of the prize to him 
was published, and the reply was, "He 
founded tbe Red Cross " "Then," said 
the questioner, ' he must be a saint" 
And so be has been regarded, for he 
spent a fortune In getting the nations 
to treat the wounded as neutrals and 
recognize the work of his society, and 
la his old age, infirm almost blind and 
unable longer to make n living, be was 
almost forgotten 
But when tbe honor 


of tho Nobel peace prize came to him, 
Tilth Its accompanying sum of money, 
aa amount ample to supply his needs 
(or the balance of his days, he felt 
himself fully rewarded for all his sac- 
rllices 


The Nobel prizes arc unique among 


li otltutlons of their kind They were 
en abllshed by Alfred Nobel tbe Swed- 
1st engineer, _and it is a singular coin- 
cidence that 'the man who Instituted 
thu great prize for tbe encouragement 
of peace should have been the Inventor 
of that most deadly agency of warfare, 
dynamite, and the first manufacturer 
on a large scale of smokeless powder.

There Is a seeming Inconsistency In 
the thought that a man who so much 
loved peace should have devoted his 
life to making the materials of war, 
but Nobel believed that the best way 
to abolish war Is to make warfare as 
terrible as possible by means of the 
most murderous inventions He regard- 
ed bis own inventions as so many steps 
toward tbe goal of disarmament It 
was Nobel's ambition to bring the 
Scandinavian peninsula Into closer In 
tellectual toucb with tbe -rest of Eu- 
rope He belonged to a fanilly promi- 
nent In Sweden for the post1 century, 
but was brought up in Russia and ed- 
ucated at St Petersburg He did not 
believe In leaving great fortunes to 
relatives, though he gave much to de- 
serting members of bis family during 
his lifetime At bis death. In 189S, be 
bequeathed bis fortune, amounting to

General William Crazier, chief of tbe 


ordnance department of tbe govern- 
ment has the conviction that we1 are 
on the eve of great things In the way 
of application of the Inventions and 
discoveries In aeronautics to warfare.

So plentiful are 
hey In Californlan waters that the 
Santa Catallna channel, which la from 
eighteen to twenty miles wide and 
about forty-five miles long. Is at times 
Iterally covered with tnem as far «s 
tbe eye can reach. Covering the entire 
nrf ace and gleaming like 'gems In the 
sunlight they present a beautiful plc- 
nrg. These animals constitute a del- 
cacy much sought for by whales. 
Some of them shed a silvery light, 
while oth°rs yield blue and others red 
Ight.

Alphabet Wltfe Forty-three Letter* 


!• Formulated, Which Will Spell All 
Wordi Jnit as They Sound—Author 
Contend* Ne*r War Will Make 
Learning CnalUh Eaar. 


With the telephonic code as a basis, 


Philip B. Lehumnn, a former school- 
teacher of Lacrosse, Wls., at last has 
perfected a new form of phonetic spell- 
Ing, on which be has been working for 
the' last fifteen years, says a Lacrosse 
special dispatch to the Chicago Trib- 
une. He proposes to bring It to the 
attention of President Roosevelt and 
Andrew Carnegie. 


John J. Esch, representative In con- 
rress from the Seventh Wisconsin clls- 
jlct, will present tbe Lehmann form 
of spelling to President Roosevelt when 
he goes to Washington. He also will 
endeavor to call the attention of con- 
gress to It 


In the new form of spelling there are 


no silent letters except la homopho- 
nous words and the letter "h." 
There 


are no alphabetical equivalents, except- 
ng "g" for ")" and "y" for "i," each at 
tie eud of words, and "x" for "ks" 
and "gs" nnd "k" for "c." 


An Increase Is made In the present 


alphabet from twenty-six characters to 
torty-three. Of these thirty-eight are 
etters and five are combinations. "Th," 
'ah," "eh." "wh" and "rig" constitute 
the oral elements of the new language 
when, written. 


Lehman conceived his Idea while 


working as an operator on the old 
Southern Minnesota road, now a branch 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St 
'nul. The author contends that the 
ntlre English language can be learned 
after a short course of study under his 
ystein. The mere hearing of a word 
•renounced will serve to have It writ- 
en correctly, as the spoken and writ- 
en word are alike. The Inventor says 
that by hla system he can write various 
commonly used languages, though he 
annot speak a ward of any excepting 
English. 


Lehmann brands tbe Carnegie spell- 
ng board as a detriment to spelling re- 
orm. Its results, he says, show a'oso- 
utely no Improvement or general bene- 
fits. 
He believes that Carnegie Is 


pending thousands foolishly In having 


list of 800 phonetic wo;ds compiled. 


le bases this belief on tbe fact that It 
8 impossible to form or express forty- 
hree sounds with an alphabet of only 
twenty-six letters. 


The new alphabet contains six sounds 


of "a," two of "e," two of "I," three of 
"o," four of "a" When a letter has a 
different sound a curl or twist denotes 
the variations In pronunciation. 


The uenernl rules for spelllnc, with a 


llsf of TSoS word's under tue reform sys- 
tem, have been Issued In pamphlet form 
by the author. "Write the sound as 
you hear It," say the rules. 


To Illustrate the new system the fol- 


lowing examples are given: 


Care, car. 
Ice, Ic. 
Lone, Ion. 
Clay, kla. 
In the word care a caret Is placed 


over tho "a" to denote the sound. 


Lehmann has written more than 10,- 


000 words with his Bew system. He 
uses It In family correspondence.

This 
was on accomplishment never before 
equaled by any city, and If It Is to bo 
taken as a criterion of what Is to fol- 
low tbe fair of 1D09 IB certain of suc- 
cess. 


It was Seattle spirit nationally fa- 


mous, that made possible tbe raising 
of this flood of gold. And tbe same 
Seattle spirit will baclr the project 
during the next three years. Tbe fair 
was conceived before the gatea of the 
Portland exposition had swung to for 
the lost time. The Idea took, and In 
May a corporation was formed. Dur- 
ing the summer tbe people talked It 
up, and It became the consensus of 
opinion that $600,000 would be neces- 
sary If an exhibition worthy the fame 
of Seattle aud the northwest was to 
result It seemed a lot of money, but 
the people weren't scared at all. 


Will H. Parry, chairman of the ways 


and means committee, had charge of 
the raising of the funds, and he pro- 
claimed "Everybody helps" the slogan.
